War Bonds Beat the Record in 
All the History of the 
Government.

July 15,—The subscrip­ 
tions to the new 3 pef cent, war loan 
of $200.000.000, which closecl at 3 o’clock 
yoHlerilay afternoon, inciunlng the offers 
made by syndicates, will amount to Jl,- 
325,000,000, or nearly seven times the. 
am ount of the issue. Thfe subscriptions 
represented by checks o r other forms 
of payment, it iB estimated, will aggre­ 
gate about $750.000,000, or three and 
three-quarter times the amount of the is­ 
sue. 
Early this week Assistant Secre­ 
tary Vanderlip, who has had immediate 
supervision of the work in connection 
with the loan, became convinced that 
the subscrijttions of individuals would 
be far more than sullicient to wholly 
absorb the loan, and gave instructions 
th at checks representing all subscrip­ 
tions 
of 
corporations 
be 
prepared 
and 
returned 
to 
the senders 
last 
night. 
During 
the 
month 
the 
de­ 
partm ent 
has 
received 
about 
250.- 
000 subscriptions and nearly the last one 
opened was from a New York bank for 
$100,000,000, inclosing a check for 
$2,- 
000,000.

It was Secretary Gage’s intention to 
make the paym ents on account of the 
bonds as easy to the people as possible, 
and all forms of payment were to l)e re­ 
ceived. 
These included cash, checks, 
bank drafts, postoflice money orderi». ex­ 
press nu)ney orders, certificates af de­ 
posit. and during the last day or two 
the departm ent has received money by 
telegraph. 
During 
the entire 
month 
there has been an average of 15,000 sub­ 
scriptions received daily, and some days 
the nunjber has exceeded 20.000, 
To 
handle this enormous mail and to sched­ 
ule the subscriptions a force of 400 
clerks has been emphjyed. It probably 
will be two or three days before it la 
known just the size of the largest sub­ 
scriptions which can be accepted.

“The amount scheduled and totalled 
in the suljscriptions larger than $.'>00 Is 
at this hour $690,610,840, and I estimate 
that It will reach $7Hu OOO.COO. Thus the 
total subscrl!)tion, inciuding the $500,- 
000,000 of syndicate bids, wiil reach $1,- 
[525,000,000. 
We have held

wMiere there were doubts as to the bona 
fide 
character of the 
subscriptions, 
am ounting in the sub.-.ct iptlons for $5i)0 
and under alone to $10,494,740, The total 
number of subscriptions for $500 and 
under that has now passed the stam p­ 
ers is 22S.OOO, and that figure will be 
somewhat further increased.

A letter published In

H aven Newa of yesterday telU exactly 
how local option was defeated in Ber­ 
rien county. 
It is signed by “ W. J. 
H .,” probably Kev. Mr. H athaw ay who 
cam paigned throuffh the county. 
H e 
explains it as follows: 


It was unfortunate for B errien coun­ 
ty th a t it voted a ‘»‘ainst local option. 
T h e best people see it and lam ent the 
faci. 
It has 
received a 
blow from 
w nich it will not recover in years. 
Of 
course 
tlie 
saloon elem ent rejoiced, 
manifestinji th eir joy in wild ciomon- 
stration. 
T he indilTerent manifested 
no concern, while all the good people 
were made sad because all attending 
evils of the haloon «jo on unchecked. 


Some reasons for this defeat may be 
given which are well to study. 


F irst.—T h e election was held a t an 
unfortunate time, 
i t was a busy sea­ 
son of th e year. 
Many would not take 
tlie tim e to go and vote. 
It however 
shows a sad condition of society th a t on 
moral questions the enemies of gocul 
governm ent can be rallied to a man, 
while so many of tliose who will ac t for 
t he good, if tbey act at all. will be in- 
dilVerent and slay at home. 


Second. —T h ere was a general lack of 
in terest in the (juesiuin. 
I Li» said that 
in Niles noi a single church would open 
ils doors for a public meeting. 
Th»‘ 
president of the county organization 
was obliged lo hire a ha;l in which he 
m ight address the people. 
In lierrien 
C entre a grand rally was advertised. 
T h e band would play. 
.Speakers from 
abroad would address tlie people. 
Bui 
a ten cent tent show drew the crowd, 
and th e tem perance rally was a failure. 
And yet this community is considered 
intelligent and are a church going peo­ 
ple. 
it certainly showed a lam entable 
indilTerence. 
This 
indilïerenee 
was 
m anifest all over the county. 
Not only 
indiU'erence, but refusing to read on 
th e question or hear it discussed. This 
only emboldened th e saloon elem ent 
and they made oj>enly th eir best efVorts 
foe 
th e ir cause. 
They 
passed 
out 
badges to th e children—red ribbon-? 
h aving these words, 
’‘V’ute wet for 
m e.” 
.Signilicant, th e color of the rib ­ 
bon, and signilicant th a t some children 
who wore them were children of par­ 
ents who were county c uirges the last 
winter. 


T h ird .—T h e re was a lack of thorough 
organization, seeing th ai every iiiun 
was re a d ie d and interested and that 
every place obtainable in every corner 
of the county had a meeting. 
Many 
able speakers did not make a speech in 
th e interest of the cause during the 
cam paign. 
Of the public men, 
who 
said anything, they said it in the inter­ 
est of the .saloon, while the others paid 
no attention to th e question a t all. 
W ith such a state of things, it is not to 
be wondered th at it went wet. 


T he most ex trav ag an t falsehood« in 
regard lo the ri suitb of looal option 
were published an d seailered broadeast 
over the county. 
Falsehoods which 
anyone with a grain of sense could have 
seen through if they would, and which 
ought to have worked against them, 
and yet they were th ru st into our laee 
a t every turn, as good reasons why one 
should vote for the open saloon. 


T h e v.'ildest statem ents were made in 
reg ard to the results of local option in 
Van liuren county and also in regard 
to its history, which would be exceed­ 
ingly am using if they were not believed. 
Jt showed the dense ignorance of tht; 
w riter, and cerluinly the more dense 
ignorance of the people of B errien 
county who would be beguiled by them. 


We. in Van Buren county, blush that 
th ere is found in any part of Mitrhigun 
people so ignorant as to beiieve the 
falsehoods wiiich they put forth. None 
b u t a saloon patronizing people could 
believe them. 
We cannot help but be­ 
lieve th a t the defeat of local option in 
B errien county will, alter ail, be its 
salvation, for it will aw aken to its true 
condition as it never could before. 
It 
will open their eyes to the degradation 
into which th eir country iias fallen, 
th a t in Its present state it is in the 
power of the suloon. 


No one doubts th a t th e saloon re ­ 
ceived th e ir lull yote or nearly so. 
T hey cast 5UUU votes. 
W hile those in 
favor of local option cast only 3ÜÜ0 
votes. 
T h e re are in th e county 12,0(X) 
voters or over. 
So 
there 
were 40Ü0 
voters wlio did not vote at all. 
If these 
had voted the county would no doubt 
have gone dry, 
Sham e on those who 
4id not vote. 
T h e re are some whole­ 
some lessons which grow out of these 
facts. 


W hile B errien county rem ains en­ 
slaved to the saloon, our own county 
will re ap a beoeiit, for people who wish 
to live away from th e inlluence of the 
saloon will find such conditions in Van 
B uren county, and we will bid them 
welcome.

A GREAT VICTORY. 


T here is universal rejoicinff through­ 
out the United States oyer the fall of 
Santiago. 
Never was there any doubt 
but th at the American army would soon 
occupy the city, but a lontr and fierce 
battle was expected. The joy th at came 
with the announcem ent of the sur­ 
ren d er of Gen. Toral was m ultiplied 
many times from the fact th at it was a 
conquest of the invincible valor of the 
A m erican army, not the result of tlyinii 
bullets and dying soldiers. 


It was a victory of peace more than 
of war. Gen. Shafter will probably be 
criticised for his first attack on the city 
before his arm y was prepared for bat­ 
tle. 
B ut the unconditional surrender 
of the place, brought about by his firm­ 
ness mixed with coolness and a perfect 
understanding of 
the situation, has 
recom pensed for his early error, if 
erro r it really was. 
Not many com­ 
m anders could haye forced a surrender 
by words. They would have reauired 
bullets, lives, and desolation. 


W hile the thanks of the country go 
to Gen. Shafter there is another oHi- 
cer who must not be counted out of the 
calculation. 
Gen. Toral, . advised by 
M adrid and Blanco not to surrender, 
went against his Instructions. 
To do 
th is It required more courage than to 
die. 
The chances of battle were un­ 
even and the Spaniard, uullke the 
o th ir ottlcers of his country, took Into 
consideration the lives of his 
men 
ra th e r than “ Spanish honor,” which 
means suicide. 
Gen. Toral will go 
*back to Spain to be despised, bated and 
perhaps punished. 


The plan of sending the Spanish 
arm y home will be approved. 
T heir 
presence in Cuba cannQt b9 tolerated 
and people of the U nited States do not 
w ant them landed on oUr s(^l. 


T he Am erican arm y will be sent to 
th e interior of Cuba beyond the reach 
of yellow fever or sent back home until 
th e rainy season Is over.

fight.

Washlgton, July 15.—There was con­ 
siderable disappointment in adm inistra­ 
tion circles last night because no details 
concerning the stirrender of Santiago 
were received. Secretary Alger and Sec­ 
retary Wilson remained with the presi­ 
dent until 1:10 and when they left not 
a word had been received during the 
evening. 


Washington, July 15.—The first chap­ 
ter in the land campaign of the United 
States against Spain closed yesterday 
when the Spanish colors gave place over 
Santiago to the American flag. 
Next 
will follow the transportation of the 
Spanish troops back to their native land 
and the capture of the Island of Porto 
Rico, 
unless 
peace 
soon intervenes. 
T^e siege of Santiago lasted two weeks, 
and was remarkable In many respects; 
and in none more than the heavy per­ 
centage of loss through death, wtmnds 
or sickness of the soldiers and sailors 
engaged on both sides. 
Looking back 
over the record of thise two weeks it is 
seen that a fine Ironclad squadron have 
been destroyed, that nearly 1.000 Span­ 
ish sailors have been drowned or killed 
by shell and flame, and that an untold 
number of Spanish soldiers have died 
In the trenches of Santiago.

The heifer weiglied at least 200 pounds, 
and the bear would have tipped th»;

A Hew Me»ni of SterillMtloa« 


One of the simplest and most thor* 
ough methods of sterilizing when it can 
be used is by means of heat. One of the 
difficulties in the use of this means is 
th at the articles may be spoiled, espe­ 
cially %vhere the heat is long continued. 
Baking or placing articles in dry heat 
for any length of tinio is not only an 
unreliable method, but attended w ith 
the danger of fire if a degree of heat is 
sufficiently thorough to sterilize them. 
Boiling or steaming is objectionable 
because most things would bo rendered 
useless from the contact w ith moisture. 
Experiments have jjroved that hot oil is 
one of the best sterilizers known, espe­ 
cially for instruments. 


One of our most ominent surgeons 
has demonstrated the fact that the most 
complete sterilizing follows the dipping 
of surgical instrum ents into boiling 
olive oil. 
One may deterniino the tem- 
peraturo of the oil by a very simple 
process of dropping bread crumbs into 
the oil. 
W hen they turn brown and 
crisp, the oil is hot enough for the sur­ 
geon’s use. 
This is much more con­ 
venient than using the thermouH'.tor, 
which may not always bo at hand. The 
oil may be heated over a spirit lamp, 
and a few spoonfuls w ill bo suflicienl 
for sterilizing the instrnnu'iits u.sed in 
sonit! of the moro simple operations.-^
